as I withed and enolbe I pray you imputeit not 
 toany wantof will, but vato my diſaquaintance 
with your Dutch tongueand hand : I [nould per- 
aduenture hauegiuen you berter farisfaction then 
| now Idoe, If you had written to me-in the Latine 
tongue. Butto leaue excuſes and come to the mat- 
ter, thething you touch in your Letter is but'too 
-tootrue, ro wit, that the hatred and difſenſion a- 
mong Chriſtians (if it continue, as God defendiir 
ſhould ) is, and will be the cauſe of much innocent 
bloud-ſheddingamongſt friends, and of eſtranging 
the hearts of Heathens, . from the worthip of the 
true God, And therefore” that enimitie amongſt 
triends may ceaſe, and that ſuch as areas yer with- 
- Out, imay beeallured ro ſubmir themſelues to the 
ſcepter of leſus Chriſt : it Randeth vs vpon ( who 
 arePreachersof the Goſpell of peace.) to beinſtru- 
ments of peace, which for my owne part how wil- 
ling Iam to doe, is not vnknowne to ſuch as know 
my ſelfe, and among whom I doe daily conuerſe, 1 
haue alwaies both in n publike and priuate, by Let- 
ters to out \orſhipfult company in Enzlana, and

by liuely voice to our Commanders here in the /#- 
dies, declared how pooda thing itis for vs that are 
Chriſtians, weoleivg one Faich,. one Chrift, one 
Baptiſme, to liuein peace, and to dwell: together in 
vnitie. Andofthis my earneſt deſire. to be a peace- 
maker, Maſter Brancraft your Maſter of the Black- 
Lyon, who remained after his taking ſome weekes 
aboord of the Royall James, can giue cuidepr teſti- 
mony & witneſle. And now that you haue written 
rothis end, I will ſtir vp my ſelfe, and ſera freſh vp- 
onthe worke of reconciliation. Iris |pclte indeed 
and pride, that is the Make-bate breeding ſtrife and 
diſcord : for,had not the riches of the <Molercos and 
the robbing of the Chinaes and others by you, vn- 
der the Engliſh colours, fathering thereby your 
_ theft vpon vs, caſt you into a deepeand deadly LZe- 
thargie, you would notas you haue done, haue abu- 
ſed your beſt friends abroad, that haue ſhed fo 
much oftheir deereſt bloud in defence of you and 
your country at home; butnow you are freed from 
the Spaniard at home, you fall out with your frends 
abroad. Is this the recompence of 9ur loue and 
bloud ſhewed vnto you, and ſhed for you, to keepe 
you from the ſuppoled thraldome of Spine? Did 
Dauidthus reward his three Worthies,| who aduen- 
tured their liues to ſacisfie his longing, & to quench 
his thirſt? Did he not ſay, Lord beir farre from me 
that I ſhould doethis: is not this the bloyg of the 
men that went in icopardy of their lives? 2 Sar. 
23. 17. Doe yon thus requite vs, as Zor did Abra- 
ham, Who when as hee with the 318. that were 
bore and brought vp in his houſe, did recouer we

 ſelues tothe mockery of Infidels : our Company 
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andhis goods and women out ofthe hands of the 
Conquerars,.cared not tor him byt to ſerye bis own 
ture, and beiog delivered did in a manner ſcorne 
Abrahans; company, Well,though 4brabam being = 
theelder and worthier; might haye ſtood ypon his - 
right, yer yeelded of his intereſt, chat heeand Zor 
might liue as brothers, and the rather becauſe both 
of them at this time ſojourned among the Cananites 
and Pherefites,who were ready to take notice of their® 
diſcord,and ſo to curſe their God,and holy religion.

loue peace, and trade peaceably:.they haue-pur vp 
for peace ſake more wrongs aryour hands;then.they 
meane:to doe againe. You write -and publiſh to the 
world thatthe Seas free,and:yer by your encroach- 
ing ypon.it;are not you both the. Mothers and Nur- 
ſe at diſcord? }Qhe of: our- Commanders; wrote 
(as I'thinke, or atleaſt ſent word by one of ſpeciall 
note/amonglt your ſelues ) to Coen your Comman- 
derconcerting a-parly-before the ſhooting downe 
of our. utret as Zackosr4; butithe firſt-and- laſt 
newes wee heard of him, - was-jtpot che-beating 
downeofqurhouſe there, and the defaming of our 
Nation, with Peroran at Bantam and others here?

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The preſent Captaine of your Fort at 1ackatr4 
promiſed to the Right Worthipful Sir Thom Dale 
our chiefe Commander, vpon the faith of a Chriſti- 
an, that 24.

- Veulſttheſecond 1619. ouriſhipand goods 
A were taken by the Flemmings1a the Strait 
._ of Sinday no yo won! 8 ſhore ar 
Iaquatry. September the 8. 1619, the Flemmings 
dilperſt vs.into. their ſhips, and on the coaſt of S#- 
matrathe firſt of Oktober 1619. they tooke foure 
other Enplith ſhips, viz. the Dragon, the Beare, the 
Expedition, and the Roſe. And on the ſecond of 
Ottober they turned vsall a ſhoreat 72kooamonglt | 
the Indians, where our Merchants had notrade,but 
for cightdayes. We were then 370. and odde men, 
all or the moſt part vndone, About 15. men were 
killed in fight. They left vs the little Zg/e to [hife 
for our ſelues. Wl 
Ocoberthe 23. 1619.there cameinto the Rode 
out of Exyland three other thips, the Paltegraue,the 
Elizabeth, and the Merchants Hope. From Tekeo we | 
failed co and fro, andar length came roanchorat an 


| Hand called 4myncarn, where we had freſh water 


and ſome fiſh, but is no place of trade, noris there 
any man that knoweth of any thing thatgrowes 
vpon it. I he people are thought ro be mat-eaters. 
Afﬀer this we returned backe for Tekos, and neere 
the fame January 29. 161g. we met with Generall 
Prynne in the Royall James, and his whole fleet of 
{hips in number nine. Allthe fieet being then twelue 
poodly [hips,werereſolued to ſaile for Bawtam:and

1620. the Rojall 1ames, anda ſhip of 
ſome 890. Tonnes, calledcher7nicorne, feriaile for 
Tapan, the diſtance neere about 11400. leagues. :Iune 
'the ſecond 1620. the Yaicorne-was calt away onthe 
+ Coaſt of China, "neere a certaine land: called che 
Macoio Tland.'Inthe {hip were two Engliſh women; 
both which, and allthe men were (ated: for they 
ranne the ſhip neere the ſhore. Moſt part of all their 
goods they loft. As we ſailed for 7apan, at a place 
called Pwttany, we heard of Captaine /ordayne, who 
being there with ewo ſhips, called the Zound,and the 
Samſon, there came into the Rode and fought with 
them three Flemith ſhips : Captaine /ordayme was 
flaine in that fight, and the Flemmings tooke both 
their thips. December x 7. 1620. the preat James 
beirigwell trimmed at a place called Farandoin 14- 
pay, came away from thence : and Tanuary the't 4, 
1629. we arriued ſafely at 1aqwasry,' where ſheets

_ dayne killed at Puttany, Captaine Bunmier killed at 
Tekoo while we wereat 1apan. The Flemmings yeel- 


ded vp againe the Szayre to the Engliſh, and ſhee is 
gone to the Mollucas.
